The tidictmeat alleged that they 
conspired not to work for any employer who 
| should employ journeymen at a lower rate; and

| left his employer and refused to work for said 
| Lun, for that reason. ‘This was the substance of 
the indetment, although variously ctated ia the 
different counts. 

The pleadings before the court of lees 
sions of Ontario, before which the indictment 
was brought, resulted ina demurrer, upon which 
that court gave judgment for the defendants, on 
the ground that the offence deserbed was not 
recognized by the laws of the state of New 
York and therefore not indictable; and this was 
the pomt on which it came up before the supreme 
court. 

The revised -tatues have abrogated the com 
mon law, on the sutjeect of unlawful conspiracies, 
among which, as defined by those statues, is en- 
umerated the comspirmg “ te commit any act in- 
jurious to the pubhe health, public morals, or to 
trade or commerce.” If the facts charged con- 
stitute an inhetable offence, it must be under 
thes definition, as an act mjurwus to trade or 
commerce, 

That a combination or conspiracy to raise 
wages was an indictable offence at common law, 
is ostablished by legal adjudications, of which a 
number are cited, ‘That moat strictly in pointis 
the case of ‘The People against Trequirer and 
others, referred to in the first volume of Wheel- 
ers crimumal cases, in which the defendants 
were indicted for conspiring to Cause a journey- 
man hatter to be discharged by his em er, 
and refusing to work for the employer ual he 
was discharged because he had worked for 
“ knocked-down wages.’ In that case the de- 
fendants were convicted, although it was con- 
tended on their behalf that the doctrine of con- 
y meinen was pot applicable in this country. — 
Among the precedents cited, are cases against 
employers for conspiring not to enploy journey - 
men who had lett former employers without their 
consent ; all serving to show that the combina- 
tion ts unlawful, without reference to the parti- 
cular object, provided it be such asto work a 
~— injury. There can be no doubt that ina 

yal sense, the wages of labor constitute a ma- 
ternal portion of the value of manutactured ar- 
ticles, and the products of labor constitute a 
large portion of the material with which trade ts 
carned on; defiomg trade, in this instance, to 
be Cathe between members of the same commu- 
nity.

TRADE COMBINATIONS, 

Much excitement prevails in this city and in 
New York, at this time, in consequence of re- 
cent movements made by several trades in ihe 
formation of associations and Trades Unions, 
with a view to the accomplishment of certain 
objects connected with their business. In the 
latter city several trades have recently struck 
for ugher wages, and coupled with the demand, 
have exhibtted a turbulent aad riotous disposi- 
tion, io the highest degree discreditable to men 
of reason and sobriety. In several cases jour- 
neymen have not only abruptly ceased working 
themselves, when their demands have not been 
complied with, but they have by force prevented 
others from working who were averse to their 
proceedings, thus absolutely compelling many 
industrious mechanics, to forego their labour 
and their wages, uotil the demands of the dis- 
satished could be extorted from the employer, 
by the force of combination and intimidation, 
and inflicting upon the employer the most serious 
and lasting injury. ‘Trades Unions have also 
been formed with a view of exercising a general 
power of superintendence over all the trades, of 
taking mte consderation, from tine to tune, the 
expediency of strikes, and for the purpose of 
raring money to sustain those who may be un- 
successful in their demands. These Unions, it 
issand,are based upon the same principles as 
the pernicious Trades Unions of England, and 
in elinost every case, we are informed, they are 
managed and controlled by toreayners. 

All these proceedings we consider in’ bad 

















taste, and, if persisted in, they cannot fail to be 


as well to journeymen themselves, as to employ- 


ing mechames.

The man who owns an article of trade ia not 
obliged to sell it for any partieolar pree—nor is 
the mechame, by the law, obhged to labour for 
avy particelar price. He may say that he will 
not make coarse boots for less than one dollar 
per pair, but he has no right to say that no other 
mechame shall make them for less. If one in- 
dividual does not possess such a right over the 
conduct of another, bo oamber individuals 
can possess such a ryht. All cambinations, 
therefore, to effect such an object, are injurious, 
not only to the individaal particularly oppressed, 
but to the public at large. fn the present case 
an industrious man was driven out of employ- 
ment by the unlawful measures parsued by the 
defendants, and an injury dove to the community 
by diminishing the quantity of productive labour 
and of soternal trade.
